SORGHUM SUGAR. 
Governor Rock bas returned to W ith 
milton from an extended trip in the 
Houihwest on which Le investigated the 
eorgh nm sugar question. There are sev­ 
eral mibs in Kansas and Missouri, en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of sugar from 
cane, and it was the work of these mills 
which the secretary of agriculture de­ 
sired to inspect. 
When interviewed as 
to the result of these operations in the 
southwest and whether or not the new 
process was likely to prove successful, 
the governor said: “ I cannot say that it 
has as yet. The government chemis Is 
stationed at the mills ate at work to find 
ways of improving on the results wtich 
we now get, but unless that can be done 
I am very doubtful about the profit of 
making [sugar from sorghum 
cane. 
Three or four of the chemists, however, 
are still hopeful of favorable results.” 
it is possible that it will pay to expend 
time and money on the new process for 
manufacturing sugar from sorghum cane, 
but the chances seem to be against strong 
hope. It is a practical question to ask 
why not make experiments with the su­ 
gar beet? It is a certainty that an ex- 
re1 lent quality of sugar can be made 
from beets. The experience of other 
countriea testifies to the truth of this 
statement. Germany and France and 
Belginm and other countries have ma­ 
chinery by which they manufacture a 
first class qualify 
of 
eugar 
from 
the sugar beet. The machinery can be 
made in this country, and it is not diffi­ 
cult of management. As to the beets, 
there is no trouble to grow them. 
The 
soil of Ohio, Wisconsin, Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, and several other states, is espe­ 
cially adapted to the growth of the eugar 
beet. 
They have already been raised in 
Ohio and Wisconsin and the production 
has been all that could be desired. 
There is more profit and more certainty 
in growing sugar beets than in engaging 
in the production of tobaoio.

The telegraph brought the news from 
Delaware the other day that a Hogging 
of two negroes took place at Newcastle, 
and that about 150 persons, nearlly all 
whites, assembled to see the poor fellows 
suffer under the torture of the lash. The 
o rime for which the negroes were punish­ 
ed was cf no consequence—not of im­ 
portance enough to take them to jail, 
and so the authorities ordered the lash 
applied for forty-two times. 
It is one of the strange things of the 
times that there is not civilization enough 
in Delaware to abolish the cruel and un­ 
natural mode] of punithment, civilzed 
communities consider too barbarous and 
antiquated to adopt. 
The state is grow- 
iag, the spirit of slave-ocraov is dying 
out, churches are multiplying, eohool 
are increasing, and it does seem that th 
intelligence of the people .of that state 
would positively demand that such a 
form of punishment shall no longer dis­ 
honor Delaware. 
There is something demoralizing in 
such an un-American system of punish­ 
ment. What drew the 150 persons to 
witness such a scene ? It was not to sym­ 
pathize with the poor fellows who weie 
being flogged because the revolting 
scene brought from the idle or the low­ 
bred crowd laughter snd jeers ss their 
unfortunate fellow-bein ga 
writhed in 
pain and agony. 
There can net be a 
mere demoralizing spectacle than to see 
a crowd cf idle curiosity seekers, vulgar 
and profane, making sport of the intense 
sufferings of their fellowmen. 
Such a 
public exhibition of cruelty will draw out 
just mob a crowd, and the effect is to 
unman and demoralize the persons who 
witness the scene. Isn't there enough 
righteousness in Delaware to abolish the 
whipping post?

Noble has received tho annual report of 
Commissioner of Railroads Taylor for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last. As Taylor 
was not appointed to the position until 
July 17 tho work of the bureau does not 
come undei him, and ho confines himself 
to recommondations. 
Several railroads which received land 
grants from tho State refused to report to 
the railroad commissioner, who differs 
from them and cfaims that as the States 
received land from the United States and 
then gave grants to the railroads it is tho 
same as if they were granted directly. He 
bas, therefore, reported these railroads to 
the Secretary of the Interior for judicial 
action. 
Tho commissioner next devotes himself 
to the subject of tho rate wars between 
railroads. 
He says that in most cases they 
aro devoid of palliation or excuse, and 
that they destroy or imperil the value of 
railroad securities and impose unjust bur­ 
dens upon the commerce of the country. 
The commissioner disagrees with the claim 
of the railroad managers that the recent 
losses sustained werj due to restrictive laws 
enacted by Congress and various States. 
He believes that in many sections of the 
West, notably in Iowa and Kansas, roads 
have moro mileage than necessary and, 
therefore, run at a loss. 
The commissioner also expresses his be­ 
lief that the railroad managers do wrong 
in fighting to secure trade from competing 
points in a State for developing local 
traffic. 
The commissioner indorses tho recom­ 
mendations of his predecessor in favor of 
enacting a law providing for the funding 
of debts of tho bonded roads. 
Ho believes 
also in extending the time and reducing 
the rate of interest. 
He opposes having 
regular fixed payments and thinks that 
the lawr must not be too strict, for iii 
that event ho sees that the roads could 
not be able to meet them and the govern­ 
ment m ight be compelled to pay od prior 
liens and take possession of the roads. 
Besides tho extension of time and the 
reduction of interest tho commissioner de­ 
cides that the roads be required to pay a 
certain per cent of their gross earnings to 
the liquidation of their indebtedness to the 
government. 
Thus in the years of depres­ 
sion roads could not pay much on the 
indebtedness, 
while in prosperous years 
they could do better. 
In conclusion he gives a complete state­ 
ment of tho indebtedness of the Pacific 
railroad, etc., and shows that it will be 
impossible to pay all off at m aturity. 


CHARGES AGAINST A CONSUL. 


T he R ep resen ta tiv e o f T his Country in 
M orocco in T rouble. 
W ashington, Oct. I.—Charges of a se­ 
rious character have been made to the State 
departm ent, during tho lost year, concern­ 
ing the official and personal conduct of 
Reed Lewis, 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
United 
States Consul-General in Morocco, 
The 
charges affect the manner in which ho has 
conducted the accounts of the office and 
also his bearing as representative of tho 
United States in outside dealings. 
The 
most recent allegation against Consul-Gen­ 
eral Lewis is made by a newspaper pub­ 
lished at Tangier, which goes so far as 
to make a direct charge of an attem pt at 
extortion of money from another represen­ 
tative of the United States, Vice Consul 
Cohen, who is stationed at Mazagan, Mo­ 
rocco. 
According to the newspaper,Lewis 
I called on Cohen, who is wealthy, and de- 
* inanded 20,000 francs as tho prico of his 
retention in office. 
Cohen refused to com­ 
ply with this demand, and Lewis said that 
tho consular agency bad brought Cohen 
large profits, and ho could afford to spare 
20,000 francs. 
Cohen, again refusing, was 
deprived of his office by Lewis, who offered 
it, without success, to several persons. 
It 
was finally accepted by Daniel Madden. 
The paper also charges th at Cohen was 
placed under arrest, his papers seized and 
tho American flag over tho consulate 
hauled down. 
State Department officials 
say that the case is in Assistant Secretary 
W harton’s hands, and they refuse to dis­ 
cuss it until he returns. 
Lewis is the son 
of a wealthy Philadelphian.

The reports of damage from Colorado 
beetles and grubs are few in number and 
widely scattered. 
Considerable damage 
from potato rot bas been experienced in 
Ohio and Michigan, but not enough in 
other States to m aterially affect the total 
product. 
The most serious damage re­ 
ported has been caused by drought, which 
has been particularly severe in Nebraska, 
Iowa, Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, and Da­ 
kota.

any cause, and a fine crop is being h a r-1 
vested in those States.

practice of anaesthesia by mesmerism. 
The phenomena are exceptional. They 
are usually observed in persons of hys­ 
terical type, and offering for the mo­ 
ment the greatest hopes are quashed 
quickly by the miserable failures with 
which they are attended so soon as the 
mesmeric plan is applied to the pa­ 
tients at largo. 
The fact is that an­ 
aesthesia differs according to constitu­ 
tion, not largely, but in some instances 
exceptionally, to a degree little under 
stood by the public generally. 
Thoro 
is a form of hysterical anaesthesia just 
as there is of hysterical hyperacsthesia 
and when the representatives of the 
first class come under the hands of the 
mesmerist they are such perfect speci­ 
mens for his suasion that they give 
him the most trium phant 
returns. 
Those cases call for a special study in 
regard to anesthesia since until they 
are elucidated there can be no sounc 
progress. 
We would give an earnest 
warning on this m atter of mesmeric 
hypnotism, assuring our readers that 
they must not expect more from it than 
exceptional results, and these due not 
to true anaesthesia, but to individual 
peculiarity.
